cables, said device comprising a retaining frame which 
can be attached to the edge of the wall opening (pages 3 
and 4; figures 1 and 2) and a plurality of bushes which 
are made of elastomeric material and can be detachably 
inserted into apertures in the frame (reference signs 14 
and 16), at least one part of said brushes being provided 
with at least one through-opening for a cable (reference 
sign 14), the aforementioned device being characterised 
in that the apertures in the frame are open on one side 
for the insertion of the bushes (reference sign 4) and

that/ in each case, at least one of the bushes that can 
be inserted into the apertures in the frame (reference

The subject matter of claim 1 therefore lacks novelty
